One of the numerous “puzzle” switches In 
the North St. Louis railroad yards caused 
an accident shortly before midnight 
Wednesday night that painfully injured two 
Switchmen and set many more to guessing 
how It happened. 

That a carload of lumber should 
-the trucks bodily and turn completely over 
is uncommon; and that two men on top 
of the car should manage to jump in 
opposite directions ‘and escape serious re- 
sults is unusual outside of a circus. That 
is what happened at Hall and Benton 


streets. ' ;, 

Sixteen cars of Wiggins Ferry Co. freight, 
¢ome “empties’’ being in the train, were 
being slowly backed southward on_ Hall 
street, SwWitchman Harry Wood of 1023 Soutn 
Tenth street and Hugh Fox of BWibA Hebert 
etreet wae standing on the roof of the last 
ear. The engine and 15 cars passed over the 
puzzie crossing, but when the last car 
reached the corner jolting began and a 
moment later the body took an excursion by 
. iteelf.. The train kept on moving. The car 
body rolled into Benton street and Fox and 
Wood made fiying leaps in opposite direc- 
tions. 

it 1s presumed a coupling pin or link fell 
into the ewitch just before the last car 
struck it and that the awful jar threw the 
loaded car off its trucks. 

Fox is laid up at his home on Hebert 
street. where his aunt is nursing him.

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Griffin Had Been Sent to the Institu- 
tion Because of a Street Fight 
and Was Not a Desper- 
ate Character. 


George Griffin, a Workhouse prisoner, has 
frost-bitten feet, mute testimony to the 
horrors of the St. Louls Workhouse. 

The condition came about as a result of 
confinement for half a night in the ‘“bull- 
ring,’’ a place, of punishment for refrac- 
tory prisoners. As a regult of the correc- 
tive discipline applied to him he may not 
have further use of his limbs, and may be- 
come a charge_on the city. At present he 
is sdjournihe in the City Hospital. : 

Griffin, who ts only 19 years old and lives 
with his motner at 14145 Clark avenue, got 
Linto a street fight at Third and Plum streets 
about_a month ago, was arrested by Officer 
Clark and sent to the Workhouse on a 
charge of disturbing’ the peace. 

“They put me to work in the quarry,”’ 
said Griffin. ‘“‘That was all right. But a 
fellow we call Frank Morrison, a trusty, 
who has beer there a long time, kept on 
making me give up my tobacco, and we 
had a fuss over it. For that they put me in 
»the bull ring. That was a week ago Tues- 
day, on a very cold night. The bull ring 
is nothing but a shed, with some boards in 


it for a bed. It’s awfully damp there, and 
that night it was cold anywhere. I was 
Shackled and I shivered until I thought the 
shed would shake. ~ 

“After they took me out I told them my 
feet pained me. I had no socks on and my 
shoes were torn. They wouldn't listen to 
me. When the doctor who calls three times 
a week saw me a week had passed. He told 
a guard to have me sent to the hospital. 
That was Monday. I did not get here till 
Wednesday. 

“We got meat once a day in the Work- 
house and not every day, either. For break- 
fast We get bread and molasses that tastes 
like sweetened water. For supper we have 
what they call pea soup. It is hot water, 
with a few dried peas thrown in. To eat 
this soup means to lie awake all night with 
cramps.’

The Supreme Court of the State has 
declared, in a@ case reported in 41

oner of St. Louis cannot enter on his 
office until his commission has been 
issued.

For six days the City of St. Louis has 
| been without a Coroner. During that pe- 
riod Dr. Henry Lloyd, recently elected, as- 
/Sumed to act in that capacity, but it ap- 
pears he has doné so without warrant of 
i law. 

Last Saturday morning Dr. Lloyd an- 
nounced that he would take charge of the 
Coroners office as the official returns had 

, been received and duly certified to the Sec- 
retary State and Coroner Wait, being 
anxious to retire from an office to which he 
had not been returned, quietly acquiesced 
and rather intimmated that “any old time” 
would yuit him to get out—the earlier the 

Lier, 
br. Lioyvd and a few friends and admirers 

went over to the City Regisfer’s office and 
he took the oath required/of a Coroner. 
Then he returned to the City Coroner's of- 
fice At noon he announced his appoint- 
/ ments and the change in the bureau be- 
; came at once apparently operative. 

But Dr. Lloyd, it seems, overlooked thie 
| requirement of law which necessitates the 
passession of a commission from the Gov- 
ernor hefore a Coroner, or any other cunty 
officer, can enter upon the duties or emolu- 
ments of office. 

A telegram from Jefferson 
Post-Dispatch Thursday afternoon 
‘The commiseion of Dr. Lloyd as Coroner of 
St. Louis was issued to-day in the regular 
course of business. It was not issued in 
vedvance of any other, but was issued as 
soon as he complied with the law. When 
the certificate of the clerk is received and 
the fee of $2 required by law ‘s paid for 
the commission, the Governor orders com- 
missions issued, The certificate and the §2 
| fee for Lloyd's commission were received 
this morning and at once the commission 
was ‘ssued.”’ 

Therefore, although Dr. Lloyd has been 
acting as Coroner since last Saturday, it 
was not until Thursday afternoon that his 
commission was issued, and not until Fri- 
dav will he receive it. 

In ordér to ascertain authoritatively by 
'what law Dr. Lloyd presumed to go into 
| office before the receipt of his commission, 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent at Jef- 
fersor ‘“‘ty was Instructed to estate the 
facts iv the Attorney-General and request 
an opinion, and the following telegraphic 
reply wae received Thursday afternoon: 

“Assistant Attorney General Tom B, Jef- 
fries says that it is necessary for the Cor- 
-oner of St. Louis to be commissioned by the 
Governor and that Dr. Lloyd could not 
legally enter upon the duties of office until 
ihe received the commission.” 

‘Inder this ruling, apparently, Dr. Henry 
Lloyd is not yet Coroner of St. Louts City, 
either de jure or de facto, and it follows 
/ that none of his official acts can be legal. 
None of his acts being legal, it is presump- 
itive that no acts of his deputies are legal. 
Neither is he entitled to any of the emolu- 
ments which have arisen since last Satur- 
, dav morning. 

Upon the receipt of his commission he 
may have to proceed to be sworn in form-

® The ceding to the United States of 
Porto Kico, of ail other West Indian Is- 
lands belonging to Spain, and of Guam, in 
the Pacific. 

3. The ceding to the United States of all 
the bh iippine islands. 

The joint commission discussed, but took 
no aciion upon the five succeeding articles, 
providing for the freeing by Spain of poii- 
tical prisoners; for religious jiberty in the 
Carol.ne Islands, and for granting to Spain, 
for ten years, equal privileges with Amer- 
ca in regard to merchandise and ships in 
the Philippines. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent under- 
stands the Spaniards ask that the “open 
door” policy shall be extended to Cuba and 
Porto Rico, to which the American reply 
will be g.ven to-day. 

The treaty probably will be signed by the 
middie of next week unless some unex- 
pected obstacie arises.

MORE THAN A MILLION. 


Losses That the Storm Entails Upon 
Insurance Companies. 

NEW YORK, Dec, 1.—The marine un- 
derwriters of this city say that the losses 
sustained by their companies, as the re- 
sult of the storm beginning last Saturday 
will probably amount in the aggregate to 
sumething more than $1,080,000. Owing to 
the lack of sufficient data of a trustworthy 
character it will be some days before a 
definite statement of the full extent of the 
losses can be made. There will be, in all 
likelihood, a large amount of salvage real- 
ized from the wrecks. Most of the vessels 
carrying insurance were covered to the full 
amount of their value, though some of the 
smaller craft known to have been lost were 
uninsured. The premium charges for the 
different vessels upon which insurance will 
be paid varied considerably, but they were 
not in many cases abnormally high for this 
season of the year.

This is my case, and J ghink it high time 
that the society should relieve me from the 
luty. Not so much on my account as for 
the sake of the patient and long-suffering 
guests, ] know [ should enjoy these hap- 
py gatherings much more did T sit quiet- 
ly at the feast of reason and flow of soul, 
which are always so good and abundant 
at a Scottish gathering. 

I propose to save my head to-night in 
giving you welcome, and to use the heart, 
which is ever young and never gets thread- 
bare, and with it offer you all a hearty 
welcome to this, the forty-seventh, annual 
banquet of the Caledonian Society of 5St. 
Louis.

The lashing of the waves on the shore, 
the soughing o’' the wind amang the trees, 
and the roaring of the torrent down the 
mountain side—mix that with the bagzpipe’s 
drone, and with a Scotch song, ‘“‘Mary 0’ 
Arzgvle,”’ by Porteous, and all the operatic 
music that ever was lilted, as a sedative 
and a soother, is not to be spoken of in the 
same breath! Such music 1 live and long 
for, and will do so till my dying day! 

At the last quarterly meeting of our so- 
ciety I tried to impress on the Pragramme 
Comimittee the propriety of acquainting 
every speaker with the fact that ten-minute 
speeches only would ‘be in order, so that 
when mv own ten minutes are used up I 
would take it as a favor if the vice-presi- 
dent would check me, when I shall at once 
quit.

“The army and navy, as instruments to 
enforce the demands of our country for civ- 
il.zation and humanitarianism, have fully 
satisfied the rigorous demands of the most 
exacting minds of our country, and, by 
their achievements at Manila, Santiago de 
Cuba and Porto Rico, have caused a wall 
to spring up of such magnitude as to say 
to all nations of the earth, ‘Stand back. 

“It is well for the agriculturist to study 
chemistry, that he may understand the 
properties of the soil; that he may prepare 
it for the ‘golden grain.’ 

‘Still more necessary is it that the people 
of our country should fully understand that 
to make our army and navy the instru- 
ments they require, they must be increased, 
encouraged, and in time of peace prepared 
for war. 

‘All alone our seacoasts and the shores 
of the Great Lakes are being constructed 
defenses, armed with the most modern 
guns, of delicate machinery for their ma- 
nipulation. These require disciplined and 
drilled men to make them effective; also 
to keep lookouts in the watch towers, and 
only soldiers can be placed on guard, Time 
is necessary to this end; for I assure you, 
gentlemen, that the mére putting of men 
in uniforms does not make soldiers or offi- 
cers of them. 

“The campaign of Santiago de Cuba has 
demonstrated beyond a doubt the benefit 
of discipline and drill. The work was of a 
desperate nature, and the force selected 
proved the wisdom of having a disciplined 
army. It was to all who participated in 
the campaign a work requiring the highest 
kind of courage and the determination to 
do or die. This was stimulated by the 
confidence of the men in their officers, 
‘born of drill and discipline. 

“The hardships to be. endured were well 
understood, as many of the officers and a 
few of! the men had gone through the 
6truggle of 1861. From the necessary crowd- 
ing and inconveniences on transports from 
Tampa, Fla., to the landing on the rocky 
southern coast, with all the dangers at- 
tendant thereon, and the terrible ongaee. 
ment with the enemy under a tropical heat 
of 106 deg. in the shade, through it all not 
a murmur of discontent was heard. 

“The wars of the past have had their ob- 
jects, their achievements and glorious re- 
Sults, yet this last war was in the cause 
of humanity and in the tnterest of a heroic 
people. who for many years struggled 
against afrocities, oppression and the des- 
poten of a decaying monarchy. It has 
een most remarkable in: many respects, It 
has presented one series of victories, with- 
out a single disaster or a single defeat. 
The flag of the United States has not been 
lowered in a single instance. Not a foot of 
ground was surrendered and not a‘ 6ol- 
dier’s gun or rifle was captured by the 
enemy. The American soldiers have been 
true to the principles and traditions of their 
fathers and have maintained the honor and 


glory of the American arms. 


“One great blessing to the country in 
this brief but decisive war with Spain has 
been to unite in bonds of imperishable 
union all sections of the United States— 
North, South, East and West. 

“To you, gentlemen of the Scottish blood 
and teelings, I wish to say that another 
blessing has been produced. It has given 
us reason and opportunity to appreciate 
our obligations to the mother country for 
the dignified and powerful influence of the 
British Empire in the maintenance of our 
principles and rights.
